The division in committee at the afternoon 
meeting was so close that Ald, Dunn, 
chairman, cast the deciding vote on all mo- 
tions on which à roll call was taken, and 
by casting it for high license made it possible 
for the proposition to go to the council with 
the weight of a majority behind it. 

The roll call on the motion to recommend 
the passage of an ordinance making the 
license $1,000, payable in two instaliments, 
wae as follows: 

Yeas—Pringle, Ruxton, Stewart, Harkin, Potter, 
Roberts, and Dunn—7. 

Nays—Scully, Schmidt, Hoffman, Ryan, Datley, 
and Siewart—é. 

It is probable that Ald. Dalley's substitute 
ordinance coriceding an increase of $100 a 
year does not represent all the concessions 
the saloon and brewery representatives are 
willing to make, and it is likely that the fight 
in the council will be made to secure a com- 
promise on $750 a year. 

The high license aldermen are standing 
squarely for a $500 increase and no compro- 
mise, and with citizens individually and 
through their ward Organizations bringing 
preseure to bear on the members of the coun- 
ell there is strong hope that the majority 
measure will be put through. . 

Checking Off Government List. 

It was reported to the committee at its aft- 
ernoon session that the chief of police and 
elty collector are checking up the city licenses 
with the federal government permits for the 
sale of liquor, and that a comparative state- 
ment in detail will be given to the aldermen 
later. Deputy City Collector McCarthy made 
&@ preliminary report showing that the inter- 
nal revenue department has issued 11,500 per- 

mits. The city licenses number 8,132. Of the 
federal permits 600 are for buffet cars, which 
are outside the jurisdiction of the city; 1,002 
for drug stores, and 275 for persons who have 
asked for city licenses. 

There are left 1,491 places having federal 
permits but no city licenses. It is said most, 
if not all of these, are places which the city 
cannot license and can only close, such as 
G@isorderly houses and “ blind pigs.”’ . 

1 do not believe any places which can be 
Ucensed by the city are operating without 
‘eity licenses,”” Mr. McCarthy told the com- 
mittee, “ but we are checking up the books 
to find out exactly what places have the fed- 
@ral permit and not the city Neense. This 
report will be given the committee later.”

Col. Lewis Hurries to Spring- 
field to Forestall Mandamus 
| Writ Petition. 


Will Urge That Body to Refuse 
Appeal of ‘Chicago Citizens 
Regarding Saloons. 


The movement seeking to close Chicago 
saloons on Sunday is growing serious. It is 
so serious that Corporation Counsel Lewis 
made a hurried trip to Springfield lest night 


in the hope of persuading the Supreme court 


of the state to refuse to consider a petition 
for a writ of mandamus, compelling the 
mayor to close the saloons on Sunday. The 
city administration has recognized the fact 
that if the court takes jurisdiction of the 
suit, the order to close the saloons is certain 
to follow, 

For some unknown reason the people back 
of the tion have been conducting their 


case with the greatest secrecy. All the facts 


came out yesterday, however. The motion 
for permission to file the petition for man- 
damus, with the petition itself, and the an- 
swer of Mayor Dunne were made public in 
the city hall. The corporation counsel got 
busy at once, 

In the afternoon Col. Lewis was served with 
the petition as well as the application to 
the Supreme court for leave to file it. The 
latter carried notice that this morning the 
petition would be presented to the Supreme 
court. He got his answer together in short 
order and took the midnight train for Spring- 
field. 

What the Petition Sets Forth. 

The petition, which asks the Supreme court 
to order Mayor Dunne to close Chicago 
saloons on Sunday, is signed by William A. 
Bartlett, Ezra A. Cook, Archie W. Gillett, 
A. Lincoln Shute, Lester E. Lee, C. A. Simon- 
son, B. F. Grenoble, Henry S. Osborne, On- 
ward Bates, and W. 8. Plumer Bryan, It 
states the petitioners are citizens of Chicago, 
interested in the good name of the city and 
the maintenance of law and order therein, 
and in particular are interested in securing 
the observance of and obedience to the laws 
of the state, requiring the closing on the first 
day of the week, commonly called Sunday, of 
all tippling houses or places where liquor is 
sold or given away.“ 

It then sets out that last April Edward F. 
Dunne was elected mayor of Chicago, and, as 
such, assumed control of the police force of 
the city and also assumed the obligation to 
enforce the laws. That he was intrusted 
with the duty of issuing saloon licenses and 
given the power to revoke them, and that 
there are now over 7,000 such saloons in 
Chicago and under his jurisdiction. . 

The statement is made that it is a matter 
of common knowledge that the majority of 
these saloons are open on Sundays in the face 
of the state law forbidding it, and that Mayor 
Dunne has made no attempt to stop it. 


Prays for Mandamus Writ. 

The following plea then is set forth: 

Wherefore, your petitioner prays that this court 
issue its writ of mandamus against the said de- 
fendant, Edward F. Dunne as mayor of the city 
of Chicago and his successors in office, enjoining 
and commanding him and them without delay; and 
by the use, so far as may be necessary for the 
purpose of every means, power, and authority in 
that behalf conferred upon the mayor of said cits 
by the law er this state or the ordinances of the 
city of Chicago to proceed, and thenceforth per- 
sistently to ‘continue to enforce within said city 
the statute of this state prohibiting the keeping 
open upon the first day of the week called Sunday, 
of tippling houses and other places where liquor 
is sold or given away, commonly called the Sunday 
closing law, and to compel the general observance 
of and obedience to said law in said city on each 
and, every Sunday thereafter by every persop 
amenable thereto, and to prevent the violation 
thereof, and to secure the prosecution of every 
person violating the said law in sald city, and to 
punish all violations of said law by licensed dram 
shop keepers in said city by the revocation of their 
licenses and generally and at all times to take care 
that said law is faithfully executed in said city: 
aud that such other and further order may be 
made in the premises as the court shall deem just 
and necessary. 


Seeks to Establish Precedent. 

The motion for leave to file, which is the 
thing Col. Lewis will fight in Springfield 
today, claims the Supreme court should take 
original jurisdiction of the petition, because 
it is a matter of purely pyblic interest and 
not private ¢oncern.”” “It is sa t. says 
the motion, to compel the performance by 
a public official of the duty imposed on him 
by statute,“ and the argument is made it is 
not a local matter, because there are other 
cities in the state where the same condition 
exists as in Chicago. 

“The moral effect,“ it is stated, * of a 
speedy and authoritative judgment of the 
highest court of this state, commanding obe- 
dience to the law by the mayor of its great- 
est city, would be great, and no doubt lead 
to its uniform enforcement throughout the 
state in those places where it is now disre- 
garded by those charged with that duty.“ 


Attacks Jurisdiction of Court. 

The reply brief of Corporation Counsel 
Lewis attacks the jurisdiction of the court. 
It does not deny that saloons in Chicago are 
open on Sunday, but claims that the petition- 
ers have not sought the proper legal remedy. 
It is an able case of what, in other forms of 
legal pleading, would be called a confes- 
sion and avoldance.“ The entire plea is an 
attempt to prevent the Supreme court from 
taking and considering the case. It seems 
to recognize that, if the court does con- 
sent to hear it, it can do nothing else than 
issue the writ of mandamus. 

Col. Lewis quotes a long list of decisions 
to sustain his contention that mandamus 
will never lie where, as here, it is sought to 
compel a general course of official conduct,

JUDGE “KAVANAGH SAYS FREI-

Tella Chief Collins That Court Orders 
Are No Bar to the Enforcing of the 
Ordinances, and That City Is Free 
to Revoke the License of the Resort 
if It Wishes to Do So—<Action Is 
Promised Soon if Resort Continues 
to Violate Law. 


The- excuse of the police that they could 
not prevent violations of the law at Frei- 
berg’s dance hall in Twenty-eecond street 
because they were hampered by the orders 
of the courts, authorizing the saloon and 
dance hall licenses of that resort, was punc- 
tured yesterday. Judge Kavanagh, who or- 
dered the issuance of the amusement license. 
summoned Police Chief Collins and informed 
him that nothing in the court order forbids 
the enforcement of the law to the letter. 

The attention of the judge was called to 
the matter by the statement of Chief Collins 
that he would close this notorious resort were 
it ot for the protection of the courts. He 
sent for the interested parties, and, when 
court opened in the afternoon, he called them 
to the bar. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Edward T. Wade responded for the city. 
Benjamin Stanbury, manager of the dance 
hall, was not represented. 


Says City Is Free to Act. 

„ have sent for you,“ said Judge Kava- 
n@gh, because an erroneous impression 
concerning the nature of this order seems 
to have become current. When this matter 
originally came up for a hearing both sides 
agreed, and no defense was made by the 
city to the petition that the mayor be or- 
dered to grant this license. The court there- 
fore, was obliged to grant the prayer even 
against his will. For it appears that the 
city officials did their duty in revoking the 
former Hoense. But the city being unable 
in this case to show. cause why the license 
should not be granted, the court could not 
act otherwise than it did. 

“You city officials, however, are not for- 
bidden in this order to enforce the law. It 
will not be a violation of the order if you 
do enforce the law to the letter. You are 
absolutely free in dealing with this place 
in the matter of carrying out the ordinances 
of the city.” 


Repeats Explanation to Collins. 
Later in the afternoon, Chief Collins ap- 
peared and in a private conversation, Judge 
Kavanagh made a similar explanation of the 


order. 

“My duty is clear to me now,” said the 
chief afterward. ‘If I find that the ordi- 
nances are being violated in either the dance 
hall or the saloon knows as Freiberg’s, I 
shall recommend the revocation of either or 
both licenses.”

Republican Committee Wili Meet in 
Springfield on Feb. 14 to Issue Call 
for State Convention—Democrats to 
Take Similar Action Two Days 
Later—Congressmar Mann Coming 
‘Home This Week to Engage in 
Campaign Work in His District. 


Gov. Deneen and his organization chiefs at

For this 
reason the state committee will be urged to 
adopt a resolution asking the county commit- 
tees to keep off the grass.” 


Stultifies the Primary Law. 

It will be put to the state committee, and 
later probably to the county committees, 
that a declaration for one of the candidates 
is an attempt to “stdltify” the primary 
law, which gives the people a chance to 
express their opinion on the senatorial propo- 
sition. 

One county in the Nineteenth congressional 
district has brought this question up by 
declaring for Cullom for the genate and for 
Congressman McKinley for renomination. 
It is thought if the state committee takes a 
decided stand against such expressions the 
various subordinate bodies may see the virtue 
of consistency involved ip the proposition 
and do as requested. 


Democratic Leaders to Meet. 

The democratic state committee will meet 
at Springfield on Feb. 16 to call the demo- 
cratic state convention. The democrats may 
adopt a resolution declaring that the officers 
of democratic conventions shall be selected 
on roll call, thus meeting the complaints of 
the “majority rule democrats’ against the 
practices at the last state convention. 

Congressman James R. Mann is expected 
to return from Washington to Chicago on 
Thursday to do a little campaign work in his 
district, which his opponent, State Senator 
Francis W. Parker, has been working vigor- 
ously during the congressman’s absence.

The only debate occasioned over the 
subject concerned the date of the special 
meeting, but this became so spirited that it 
required a roll call to settiethe matter. Ald. 
Young, chairman. of the committee which 
made the terms with the gas companies, 
called the subject up in an order making the 
ordinance a special order for a meeting to be 
held tomorrow afternoon, 


Hasty Action Is Opposed. 

He explained in detail the reasons why it 
would not do to let the matter go until next 
week and thereby lose advantage of the two 
weeks’ rebaté on gas bills. 

“I think this is rushing the matter through 
too fast, objected Ald. Finn. This is an 
important measure, and every alderman here 
ought to be allowed time to read and digest 
the report of the committee, which recom- 
mended 85 cents as the reasonable price for 
gas. We ought to de given till Friday any- 
way to study the subject.“ 

Ald, Kohout amended Ald. Young’s mo- 
tion to make the special meeting Feb. 13, but 
It was laid on the table by a vote of 54 to 16. 

It is not fair to the people to rush this 
through in three or four days,“ exclaimed 
Ald. Kohout. 

Ald. Finn stuck to his demand for Friday 
and Ald. Young offered to compromise on 
Thursday. Finn would have pushed his point 
to another roll call, but Ald. Foreman sub- 
stituted a motion setting the special meet 
for Thursday, which was carried by a viva 
voce vote. At the special meeting the next 
meeting thereafter probably will be set for 
next Tuesday, Monday being Lincoln’s birth- 


day. 
Gas at Sixty Cents Demanded. 


Resolutions voicing a demand for 60 cent 
gas by the municipal ownership delegate 
convention were received by the council and 
placed on file. They were submitted by Will- 
iam Bross Lloyd. secretary of the body, which 
met Feb. 3. The resolutions declare that the 
gas companies have virtually admitted the 
reasonableness of a 75 cent rate and urge the 
city to pass an ordinance fixing the rate at 
60 cents as soon as the courts shall sustain 
the validity of the 75 cent ordinance. 

Further information on the gas question 
submitted by Prof. Bemis of Cleveland was 
placed on file also. 


Anson Calls the Roll. 

The most wonderful roll call ever put over 
the plate in the council was furnished by 
City Clerk Anson as the feature of a debate 
in which Ald. Foreman was defeated in an 
attempt to emasculate the dog muzzling 
ordinance. It was the first time that the 
“Cap” had ever officiated in the capacity 
of reading clerk, and his batting average 
at this game is not a high one. 

The amendment which the alderman sought 
to have passed provided that dogs should 
be muzzled except in the winter months, the 
present ordinance requiring muszles all the 
year round. A clause in the amendment 
further provided that the mayor might, when 
he saw fit, suspend the operation of its pro- 
vision and compel the muszling through the 
winter. 

This amendment is intended to free own- 
ers of the necessity of muzzling their dogs 
when they take them out in the streets, 
said Ald. Foreman. It will also free the 
house dog of a cruelty in the winter time. 
The dog catchers are persecuting these dogs 
at present while the tramp dogs run wild.“ 


Protest by Ald. Werno. 

Half a dozen aldermen were on their feet 
at once. 

We have had enough amendments to the 
dog muzzling ordinance in the last few 
years,“ said Ald. Werno. We have been 
tinkering with this ordinance continually. It 
ought to be stopped. Why, in the last three 
months fifty persons in this city have been 
bitten by mad dogs and three have died from 
rabies in the last month. This should be 
argument enough against any further 
changes in this ordinance. The Chicago 
Medical society sends a letter here which 
I shall read arguing against any modifi- 
cation of the law. This letter says that rabies 
exists all the year round instead of the sum- 
mer only, as some aldermen think.“ 


Foreman Pleads for the Dogs. 

Well, the ordinance as it stands is a fail- 
ure, replied Ald. Foreman. It is not en- 
forced, apparently, for if it were you would 
not have people bitten, as Ald. Werno says. 
But this ordinance is being made oppressive 
in the way dogs are chased by the dog catch- 
ers and home dogs taken tothe pound. There 
ia no more perfect form of cruelty than in 
compelling the mussling of a poor little dog 
which is taken out on the street for an air- 
ing. The best friend I ever had was a dog, 
and I shudder at the cruelty this ordinance 
Imposes. 

“ But remember,“ interjected Ald. Zimmer, 
“that it will be a poor policy under your 
amendment for the mayor to order the muz- 
ling of dogs after people have been bitten. 
Better do it before.“ 

More aldermen were now clamoring for rec- 
ognition on the dog question, and Ald. Werno 
moved to place Ald. Foreman’s amendment 
on file. The latter responded with a motion 
to lay Werno’s motion on the table. 


Death Rather than Muzzle. 


“Fve got a dog.“ Ald. Ruxton shouted, 
“and before Id muzzle him I'd cut his head 
off close behind his ears. 

“T'll tell you, gentlemen, what the matter 
is.“ declared Ald. Wendling, getting the 
mayor's eye and beginning to wave his arms 
like a Dutch windmill. ‘* The trouble is the 
dog catchers are looking for the good dogs, 
and don’t care about thd tramp dogs.

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MICHAEL DONNELLY WIRES HE 
WILL BE IN CHICAGO TODAY. 


Head of Batchers, Who Had Been 
Missing Nearly Two Weeks, Sends a 
Telegram from Louisville, Ky., That 
He Is Coming—Gives No Explana- 
tion ot His Absence—Unions in 
Many Cities Had Begun an Organ- 
ized Search for Him. 


Michael Donnelly, the lost labor leader; has 
been found. Word was received last night 
from Louisville that the head of the stock- 
yards unions, who disappeared last Thurs- 
day, will arrivein Chicago this morning. The 
telegram was signed by Donnelly himself. 
No explanation of his mysterious absence, 
which caused a stir in labor unions all over 
the country, was offered. 

The news that Dorinelly was safe was re- 
eelved with relief by a score of local labor 
leaders, who earlier in the evening had ex- 
pressed their conviction that the butcher 
workmen's president had been waylaid by 
another ‘‘ wrecking erew and seriously 
hurt. When Mrs. Donnelly heard that her 
husband was alive and unharmed, she burst 
into tears. 

Some of the stockyards union workers, who 
were at the Donnelly home when the mes- 
sage arrived, were inclined to doubt its 
genuineness: They suspected that it might 
have been sent to throw the searchers off the 
track. Those who knew the missing leader 
better, however, expressed the belief that 
Donnelly was safe. 


Try to Trace His Movements. 

Chicage labor men were busy during the 
day in an unsuccessful effort to trace the 
movements of Donnelly from the time he left 
this city two weeks ago. The federation of 
labor officials took a part Inthe hunt. They 
were inspired? to action through the growing 
belief that Donnelly’s absence iss due toytem- 
porary insanity resulting from injuries re- 
ceived at the hands of a band of sluggers last 
July during a federation election. 

Secretary Nockels kept in telegraphic com-

It was de- 
clared that every union center in the country 
had been instructed to keep a lookout for 
Donnelly or any information which might 
solve the mystery.

DUKE'S DAUGHTER TO WED 


LADY HAMILTON, RICHEST HER 
ESS IN ENGLAND, ENGAGED. 


Marquis of Graham, Who Some Day 
Will Be Duke ef Montrose, Is Lucky 
Man—She Has an Income of $1,- 
000,000 a Year—Owns an Island 
and 105,000 Acres of Land—Has 
Several Castles and Possesses the 
Famous Black Pearls. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, Feb. 6, 8 a. m.—The engageé- 
ment of Lady Mary Hamilton, the richest 
girl in the united kingdom, to the marquis of 
Graham is made this morning with as much 
prominence ‘as if it heralded the approach- 
ing marriage of royalty. 

Lady Mary Hamilton is the only daughter 
of the late duke of Hamilton and has an in- 
come of $1,000,000 a year. The marquis 
of Graham, if he survives his father, will 
be the duke of Montrose, owner of many 
castles and an estate of 115,000 acres. 

Nor is the income of $1,000,000 a year 
the full measure of the wealth of Lady Mary 
Hamilton. She owns the whole of the island 
of Arran, off the coast of Scotland. It is 
sixty miles in circumference and is all culti- 
vated, It has a town, Arran, of 5,000 inhabi- 
tants, all her tenants. She has another es- 
tate in Suffolk, and the two comprise 107,000 
acres. 


What Lady Mary Missed. 


Had Lady Mary been born a boy she would 
today be duke of Hamilton, the holder of 
ten Scottish and two British titles, duke of 
Chatellerault, premier peer of Scotland, 
hereditary keeper of the palace of Holyrood, 
and inheritor of a magnificent rent roll; as it 
is, she rests content as the wealthiest woman 
in Great Britain, the possessor of the famous 
black pearls of the Hamiltons, alone worth 
$200,000, the owner of the isle of Arran, and 
the mistress of considerable estates at Wick- 
ham Market—practically all, indeed, that 
the laws before which even the fates seem 
to bow allowed her father, the twelfth duke, 
to leave her. 

When the late duke of Hamilton died he 
had no son, Mary being his only child. Under 
the English law the title and much of the 
landed estate passed to a distant relative. The 
duke stripped his estates and bequeathed 
everything he could legally to Mary. All the 
famous art works, treasures, furniture, and 
heirlooms went to his daughter, as well as 
all his stocks, bonds, and investments. As, 
a result, when he died his successor to the 
title got 45,000 acres of land and a castle 
full of empty rooms. Lady Mary had every- 
thing else. 

Marquis of Famous Family. 

The marquis of Graham eventually will be 
the duke of Montrose, with a score of other 
titles appended to his name. Hecomes of one 
of Scotland's great houses. 

Lady Mary se far has been little seen in 
general society. She is devoted to sport, and 
riding, hunting, shooting, fishing, and other 
country pursuits constitute her chief amuse- 
ments. She is a superb deere and one 
of the few women master of the hounds in 
the kingdom. She is an excellent shot, too, 
and has been known to humble the self-satis- 
faction of many a man who thought that to 
gc deer staiking with a girl must needs mean 
poor sport and artificial going““ These 
qualities endear her to the islanders of 
Arran, from whom she receives such homage 
and affection as a queen might expect. The 
men love her for her fearlessness, whether 
hunting or fishing off the rocky coast; the 
women for the kind heart which prompts her 
to generous actions daily. 


CHICAGO MERCHANTS RETURN

Delegation of Commercial Association 
Completes Tour of the Southwestern

The trade extension’ delegation, of the 
Chicago Commercial association, which has 
been touring the southwestern states since 
Jan. 14, booming Chicago as the great cen- 
tral market,“ arrived in the city over the 
Rock Island railroad at midnight.

MOVE FOR PEACE IN VAIN, 


Friends of Couple Express Little 
Hope of a Reconcil- 
| lation. 


PARIS, Feb. B.— Countess Boni de Castel - 
lane (formerly Anna Gould) entered a plea 
for divorce today. Representatives of the 
countess and the sount appeared before 
Judge Henry Ditte of the Court of First In- 
stance, who, in conformity with the French 
Jaw, endeavored to arrange a conciliation 
before allowing a definite suit to proceed. 

It is said on unquestionabie authority that 
Judge Ditte’s efforts were not successful, 
the countess absolutely declining to resume 
her relations with her husband, and that 
after repeated but vain attempts by count de 
Castellane’s advisers to arrange a settle- 
ment, the representatives of the count and 
countess left the court, and that the suit 
will proceed. 


Another Peace Move Expected. 

Another judicial @ffort at reconciliation will 
almost certainly be made before the suit 
comes to trial in the ordinary course. 

No decision has been reached relative to the 
eventual custody of the children of the count 
and countess, but, they being under age, for 
the present naturally will remain in the care 
of their mother. 0 

Friends of the count and countess de Cas- 
tellane express little hope that any adjust- 
ment of their differences will be brought 
about, but as divorce proceedings under the 
French law are lengthy, new developments 
may occur before the case comes up for trial. 
A decree cannot be pronounced under three 
to six months. 


Count’s Conduct Criticised. 

Rumors have been current for a long time 
that the countess had decided that any fur- 
ther continuation of her relations with her 
husband was impossible and her removal 
from the Castellane residence to a hotel in 
the center of Paris gave support to the be- 
lief that she finally had decided to apply for 
adivorce. Sensational reports have been cir- 
culated with reference to the count’s con- 
duct and the name of a prominent society 
leader of Paris, a woman of high standing, 
has been mentioned in connection with the 
affair. 

The greatest reticence has been maintained 
by all the parties concerned relative to the 
progress of the negotiations looking to a 
concilation and even this morning a favor- 
able result was expected, especially as the 
countess returned to her residence. It now 
appears that the efforts of those interested 
in bringing about a settlement of the differ- 
ences between the countess and the count 
without an appeal to the courts have been 
unavailing. The count is said to be in the 
southeast of France. 


TWELVE KILLED BY A BOMB. 


Building at Silce, Russia, Demolished 
by Explosion and Bodies Can Be 
Seen in the Ruins. 


BERLIN, Feb. 5.—The Lokal Anzeiger to- 
day printed a dispatch from Kattowitz, Prus- 
sian Silecia, announcing that a private house 
at Bilce, across the Russian frontier, has 
deen destroyed by the explosion ‘of a bomb. 
The bodies of twelve persons can be seen in 
the ruins,.and it is believed that many others 
were killed. 


Soldiers Kill Man, Wound Woman. 

WARSAW, Russian Poland, Feb. 5.—A 
military patrol which was escorting arrested 
workmen to jail today wag attacked by sym- 
pathizers with the prisofers. The soldiers 
fired a volley, killing one man and wounding 
a woman. 

Bomb Kills Three, Injures Two. 

SOSNOVICE, Russian Poland, Feb. 5.— 
Three men were killed today and two were 
dangerously wounded by the explosion of a 
bomb in the house of a Pole named Sig- 
mund. The latter was loading the bomb when 
the explosion occurred. 

Jews Receive Death Sentence. 

KIEFF, Feb. 5.—Many Jews here have re- 
ceived by mail sentence of death in the name 
of the Pan-Russian league in defense of the 
holy cross. A great panic prevails among 
the Jewish population, who are expecting 
a renewal of the anti-Jewish excesses. 


FINE AND PRISON FOR RIOTERS. 


Church Troubles in France Lead to Pun- 
ishment of Many Participantse— 
More Fighting. 


PARIS, Feb. 5.—MM. de Billy and Petit 
each was sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment and a fine of $40 today for the recent 
disturbances at the Church of St. Rich 
‘when an inventory of the property of the 
church was being made in conformity with 
the church and state separation law. Several 
other oie were given sentences ranging 
from two to six months and fines of $40 for 
resisting the commissioners at St. Clothilde’s 
church. 

Today's making of inventories was pro- 
ductive of many disturbances in the prov- 
inces. At Montpelier a small army com- 
posed of infantry, engineers, and gendarmes 
stormed the church of Notre Dame. Fierce 
fighting ensued inside the church and many 
persons were wounded. Seven of those re- 
sisting the efforts of the commissioner were 
arrested, included among them being Count 
de Kergerlay. There also was fighting out- 
side the church between Catholics and anti- 
Catholics. 

At Toulouse members of the congregation 
barricaded themselves in the cathedral and 
rang a tocsin, causing the authorities to 
abandon all attempts to make an inventory. 
The manifestants then proceeded to the Ma- 
sonic temple and knocked in the doors.

MAY HALT HOME FOR AGED 


WIDOW OF JAMES d. KING BEGINS 
CONTEST OF WILL. 


Files Suit, Which May Prevent Erec- 
tion of $2,000,000 Retuge for Old 
Men, Which Was Provided For by 
Last Testament of Husband, Who 
Died Last November—Institation 
Planned to Be Largest of Kind in 
World—Action Is No Surprise. 


The existence of the James C. King Home 
for Old Men, to be erected in this city, is 
threatened by a suit brought yesterday by 
the widow to contest the will. She claims 
her dower interest in an estate estimated 
to be worth $3,000,000, 

When Mr. King died last November he 
bequeathed the greater part of his fortune 
for the founding of a home for aged men 
who by reason of their advanced years had 


‘been unable to provide for their future. It 


was estimated that there would be nearly 
$2,000,000 available for the purchase of a 
site and the endowment of the home, and 
that it would be the greatest institution of 
its kind in tne world. 

In probate proceedings filed in the after- 
noon by Mrs. King's attorney, the widow, 
who is now in Havana, Cuba, declared that 
the will is invalid because its provisions were 
obtained by fraud and in bad faith. 

Mrs. King received but $100,000 under the 
will, but it generally has been understood 
that she had been given double that amount 
during her husband’s lifetime. 


Marriage Surprise to Friends. 

Mrs. King formerly was Miss Maud Robin- 
son of Morrison, III. She was married to Mr. 
King in 1901. She was 26 years old then and 
her husband was aged 70. Mr. King had 
known the young woman for a number of 
years, it was said at the time of his mar- 
riage, and had educated her, sending her 
abroad to finish her musica! studies. 

There was much surprise in this city and 
in Pasadena, Cal., where Mr. King spent 
his winters, when it became known that he 
had married a young and beautiful woman. 
In Pasadena King gained the title of the 
violet king,” in consequence of his fancy 
for supplying the pretty young women of the 
hotels with violets. 

In a codicil to his will, King stipulated that 
his widow should receive $100,000 at his 


death, and that she should relinquish all, 


other chaims. When the will was admitted 
to probate, it was found King had failed to 
name an executor. The court appointed the 
Northern Trust company. Mrs. King nomi- 
nated Randolph H. Miner of Los Angeles 
as executor of the property in California, 
amounting to about $700,000 


Widow’s Action Was Expected. 

The action of the widow in contesting the 
will was no surprise, as she had declared 
such an intention when the testament was 
filed for probate. Byron L. Smith, president 
of the Northern Trust company, at that 
time said that a contest of the will by the 
widow would not be successful, 

Mr. King left bequests aggregating $00,000 
to eight charitable institutions of Chicago 
and $600,000 to kinsfolk, in addition to pro- 
viding for the home for old men. No speci- 
fied sum was set apart for the home, but all 
the residue of the estate was to be set apart 
for the purchase of a site, erecting a building, 
and providing for an endowment fund for 
it after other legacies had been paid.

Cheating in examinations has become a 
delicate subject with faculty members re- 
cently, and action is expected to follow the 
attack of the gtris.

ly or indirectly through his employés to pro- 
duce such papers was equivalent to making 
him testify against himself, which was Illegal. 

The papers which the district attorney is 
after are the subscription lists of the paper. 
They are needed in the effort to show that 
the name of Count Reginald Ward appears 
on the free Ust as the result of Col.

Asks Contempt Crder for Witness.

Attorney John S. Miller declared that he 
did not believe Mr. Morrison would state on 
his professional] honor that the book entries 
were wrong, but that he wished to secure 
evidence for the trial of the Indictments. 

“Don’t you want to elicit an answer from 
this witness,” asked the court, “ that will 
show that the Oppenhelmer company is an 
illegal combination?” 

, No, sir, we have all the evidence we need 

that fact. We have all of the officers of 
the company subpcenaed, and many of them 
were before the grand jury. Those’ gentle- 
men know infinitely more about it than this

It is truly splendid as a pro- 
duction, and there is a large class of theater- 
goers who enjoy elaborate displays of scen- 
ery and costumes. To this class the i. . d. 
Clarke dramatization of the Wallace novel 
will make strong appeal. There also is a 
class of occasional playhouse visitors to 
whom the mention of subjects religious is 
attractive. The character of the Wander- 
ing Jew and frequent mention of the Chris- 
tian faith will cause the play to appeal to 
such as these, And then there are many 
amusement seekers who take pleasure in a 
play which contains high sounding melo- 
dramatic speeches filled with protestations 
of unbounded devotion, with boasts of fear- 
less bravery, and with rousing commands 
which lead to bold deeds of war. 

We ail of us are more or less thrilled by 
such plays, for down at bottom most of us 
are susceptible to the melodramatic. ‘ The 
Prince of India abounds in these large 
speeches, and therefore is not without its 
hold on many of us. With all theseclasses— 
the production lovers, the religiously in- 
clined, and the melodramatic devotees—the 
new offering which was revealed at the Co- 
lontal last evening for the first time on any 
stage certainly should find enough support- 
ers to make it profitable.

The 
trial of Irene, her pardon by Constantine, 
her pledge to Corti, the coming of the Jew, 
and the news of the abducting of Lael and his 
defiance of Constantine are the chief mo- 
ments of the act. Act. IV. opens in the tent 
of Mahommed and is one of the best scenes 
dramatically in the entire play. The second 
scene, showing the meeting of Irene, Corti, 
and Mahommed at Irene’s house also pos- 
sesses dramatic values and makes the fourth 
act the climax of the performance. 

The fifth and sixth acts are Uttle more 
than stage pageants. In one scene we are 
shown the interior of the walls and the com- 
ing of Irene with the priest and the holy 
banner; in the next we are outside the walls 
and are treated to one of. the best battle 
scenes yet placed on the stage. The curtain 
falls and the renewing of the youth of the 
Wandering Jew and the struggle onward 
of this pathetic figure are pictured.

All that scene painter and costumer could 
furnish to make the settings appropriate, 
effective, and beautiful has beep supplied.

Certain of the mass scenes employ several 
hundred supernumeraries and are excellent.

The great show opened up in its full 
beauty after the finishing touches of Sunday. 
No bare and unfinished places greeted tte 
eye, but a well ordered and symmetrical 
whole, which showed that the men who 
planned the show were men of large vision 
and well versed in the things that attract 
a crowd, 

Waltz and march music drifted out. from 
the gay clouds of bunting that enveloped 
the glittering show, and the auto microbe ”’ 
grew apace, until the fever of its touch had 
mounted to the brains of many, who had not 
felt it before. 

Throngs Flow Through Hall. 

Round and round the promenade flowed the 
throngs. Old men and little girls alike found 
interest and men of high and low degree 
mixed in the perfect bonhomie of the 
road.“ After an hour or so of such marching 
the pedestrians cast longing glances at those. 
favored friends of the exhibiters who had 
seats in the motor cars. 

The color of the upholstering attr@eted 
the women most of all. Flaming red leather 
trappings were passed in disdain by the 
blondes, and the tilted noses of the brunettes 
tipped a little higher at the sight of the pale 
blue creations.

Several well known automobile men ar- 
rived in the city during the day to visit the 
show.

Truckmeking a Separate Industry. 

One feature, which shows the making of 
trucks and wagons to have become a sep- 
arate and definitely established branch ot 
the industry, is that the makers of pleasure 
vehicles, who at first mounted their touring 
cars and wagon bodies upon the same frames, 
have begun to build a special frame for busi- 
ness vehicles. For the most part the-chasses 
of the wagons and trucks have the same 
general appearance, the same disposition of 
the motor, and similar transmission, the chief 
difference being in the heaviness of construc- 
tion. ‘ 

The tire question is an important one in 
connection with these heavy vehicles. On 
the majority solid rubber tires are used, while 
some are. fitted with steel and fron, while 
on one massive truck is to be seen a pecullar 
double tire, being two fims of solid rub- 
ber with pneumatic in between. 

Predict Raise in Price. 

The most frequent inquiry of visitors to the 
shows is whether machines are likely to be 
lower priced in another year or two. The 
general answer to this has been that prices 
will advance rather than decrease, except in 
special cases. Prices of many of the most 
successful American makes are slightly 
higher now than in 1905. 

“There ig much speculation as to what 
prices will be m 1907,” said on of the promi- 
nent manufacturers. “ It is safe to say that 
prices of the leading cars will not be re- 
duced. In some cases there will be an in- 
crease; the talk of low prices will not ma- 


tertallze for some time. There will be cheap 
cars at cheap prices. The cost to the manu- 
facturer of high grade cars has steadily in- 


creased.” '

TRT RETALIATION. 

The senatorial friends of the ship subsidy 
bill wish to get unanimous consent for a 
vote on it. They say that every senator has 
had an opportunity to speak on it and that 
it has been fully discussed. There is an- 
other and a better measure which has been 
under consideration in the senate for some 
time whose friends would like to get a vote 
on K. That is the pure food bill. It was 
discussed at the last session as thoronghly 
as it has been at this one. There is nothing 
new to be said against it. But apparently 
there is a determination that there shall oot 
be a roll call upon it. 

The senate has been playing with the pure 
food question for seventeen years, During 
that time the house has passed bills but the 
senate has refused to act on them. In the 
last congress it pretended to consider a bill. 
It took up the measure day after day and 
| amused itself with it, and in the closing 

hours of the last session put it on one side. 
The adulterators of food and liquors have 
lost their influence im the house but they 
have retained it in the senate. The men 
who pack herring and sell them as “ fineim- 
ported sardines’ have senators who look 
out for their interests. So have the men who 
put bogus jellies and adulterated drugs on 
the market. The men who label cottonseed 
oil “pure olive oi)” have the support of 
southern senators, who say it would be an 
invasion of state rights for the national 
government to interfere with such practices. 
The rectifiers who offer for sale“ blended ” 
goods of unquestionable impurity and the 
manufacturers of patent medicines which 
are chiefly alcohol have their senators. 

Representative Bede of Minnesota asked 
‘the other day, When did a senator ever 
represent folks?’ Manifestly not so often 
as he represents corporations, combines, un- 
wholesome special interests, and the pur- 
‘ veyors of adulterated and misbranded food · 


| stuffs. If senators represented folka.” s

THE WIFE BEATER. : 

A bill to punish wife beaters in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia by flogging has been re- 
ported back to the house of representatives 

without recommendation by the committee 
to which it was referred. The president 
once recommended the re€sthblishment of 

the whipping post for that offense and the 

police officials in the district favor it. Nev- 

ertheless there is no reason to believe that | 
congress will pase the bill. 

Wife beating is an exasperating offense 
for which no effective punishment has been 
found. The imprisonment of the husband 
when he is a wage exrner deprives the wife 
and family of support for a time. Light 
| fines seem to have no effect and heavy ones 
mean imprisonment. The wife can get a 
| divorcee in most states by asking for it, but 
where she is dependent on her husband she 
dislikes to do it. It is not strange that the 
idea of giving the husband a dose of his 
own medicine—of making him feel the pain 
he has inflicted—should suggest itself, 

In spite of this the whipping post will not 
be restored for any purpose. Revolutions no 
more go backward in dealing with crime 
than in dealing with other matters. Meth- 
ods of punishment, once discarded, are not 
taken up again, even though plausible argu- 
ments may be advanced in their behalf. 
Society, which is becoming more humane 
year by year, has given up the use of the 
lash, regarding it as brutal and brutalising. 
It demoralizes and hardens those who wield 
the whip and it does not reform those on 
whose backs the blows fall. This is ad- 
mitted by all who have given the subject 
any thought, and it is only occasionally that 
some one, angered by the spectacle of a wife 
brutally beaten by her husband, suggests 
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retaliation—a blow for a blow.

IMBECILE IMMIGRANTS. 
[From American Medicine.] 

Imbecile immigrants were discussed at the 
recent New York conference on Immigration 
by Robert 8. Watchorn, commissioner of 
| immigration. He deplored the fact that, 

while the law excluded idiots, it did not 
mention the imbeciles or the feeble- minded. 
who were equally unfit for citizenship. 
| There is no dividing line between these 
Classes, so that borderland cases are ad- 
mitted through political influence, whereas 
they might be considered to be idiots. It 
seems that such fine technical distinctions 
really defeat the purpose of the law. The 
word idiot has a general as well as a tech- 
nical meaning and includes the imbeciles and 
even the feeble-minded. The law evidently 
uses it in this broad sense, for it is absurd to 
think its framers would have thought that 
imbeciles and the feeble-minded were proper 
kinds of immigtants. It was designed to 
exclude persons who would become public 
burdens, but it is well to Inquire whether it 
is not now time to extend its application and 
to exchude those who are so feeble-minded 
that they cannot be trusted with the fran-

chise even if they are apparently able to 
make a living with a pick and shovel. These 
almost, brainless animals are pouring into 
the country at a tremendous rate and will 
propagate their type, which is a healthy nor- 
mal one, even if lacking in intelligence. It 
is beginning to be known that education will 
not make these men more intelligent and 
that we are filling the country with unagssim- 
llable men who can never become good citl- 
tens or ancestors of such. Democracy re- 
| quires brains. Wherever there ts a lack of 
intelligence there do we find political cor- 
ruption in every form anda perversion of the 
democratic form of government. Hordes of 
Russians can be drilled as soldiers to fight 
those who are struggling for freedom and 
could be used to destroy our freedom. We 
seem to be laying up trouble for posterity.

Again, in 1901, Senator Brackett introduced 
a bill limiting the amount to $1,500,000,000 
The opposition of Vice President Perkins 
and others killed this bill. 

Bach time the limit was increased to ac- 
commodate the already excessive growth of 
one or more of the three big compa&nies. And 
on this basis, if a bill were now introduced, 
it would be necessary to set the limit still 
higher, for the latest report of the New York 
Life shows that it has more than $2,000,000,- 
000 of insurance in force. 

In this case the objection to these bills 
has come chiefly from the financial and 
agency contingent in insurance, from those 


officers engrossed in mere bigness, while the 


advice of others better qualified to speak, 
the actuaries and technically informed offi- 


| cera, has, in a large degree, been Ignored. It 


is not improbable, considering the remarka- 
ble appointments which have been made re- 
cently with respect to the heads of the three 
giant companies, not one of these new offi- 
clals being in the least acquainted with the 
technical and mathematical principles of in- 
surance, that a similar spirit, unless checked 
by some legislative ection, will continue to 
prevail, to the great detriment of the pres- 


ent policy holders. 
— 


Limitation of Assets. 

Within a few months Mr. David Parks 
Fackler, the well known consulting actuary 
of New York City, came out in a strong let- 
ter recommending that a limitatioh of $500,- 
000,000 be placed on the assets of any indi- 
vidual company. These suggestions, coming 
as they do from gentlemen so eminently qual- 
ified to speak with authority, should carry 
great weight with committees commissioned 


to draft reforms to be enacted into law and 


placed on our statute books. 
The following table shows the status of

It might be considered proper, now that 
these three companies are all beyond the §1,- 
500,000,000 mark, to place the limit on out- 
standing insurance at $2,000,000,000.

give some of the larger companies a long 
time to continue high pressure methods for 
business, and, sould they succeed, eventu- 
ally lead to half a dozen more giant institu- 


' tions.

Increase Under Normal Conditions. 

With respect to Mr. Fackler’s recommenda- 
tion to limit the assets to $500,000,000, it 
may be of interest to the policy holders to 
know that the above companies will exceed 
this mit within a few years, even though 
they do hot sell another policy. 

Roughly speaking, the invested reserve 
funds plus the surplus constitute the assets 
of a life insurance company. A simple actu- 
arial calculation will show that if 1.000.000 


| persons aged 35 should each take out today 


an ordinary whole life policy for $1,000, with 
equal annual premiums payable till death, 
the total reserve on these policies would go 
on increasing year after year, reaching a 
maximum after about thirty years; at that 
time there would be in the company, on the 
hypothesis that withdrawals only occurred 
through death, about 626,000 survivors aged 
65, and the reserve would have mounted up 
to over $300,000,000. 

On this basis, approximate, of course, the 
New York Life reserve will eventually in- 
crease to $600,000,000, and, owing to the fact 
that the company carries many policies, as 
limited payment and endowment, with more 
rapidly accumulating reserves than the ordi- 
nary life, it is not unlikely that the state- 
ment of Vice President Perkins to the ef- 
fect that the assets of the New York Life 


' will reach $1,000,000,000 in ten or twelve 


years, even if the company simply goes on 
doing its normal business, is not wide of the 


| mark. 


In a similar manner the assets of the 
Mutual Life and Equitable are likely to 
approximate 750,000,000 each in the near 
future. It is thus evident that the control 


and investment of about $2,500,000,000 will 
be vested in 


the financial commiitees of 
these three companies before many years 
have passed. 
— 
Radical Check Necessary. 

If it is deemed desirable to check these con- 
ditions, some plan more radical than those 
above suggested, which would be effective 
at once and forever put an end to the possi- 
bility of. any of the younger giants attaining 
the present stature of the three big compa- 
nies, must be adopted. 

This could be accomplished by restricting 
the amount of insurance in force, or out- 
standing insurance in any one company to 


| $1,000,000.000, and prohibiting all companies 


now beyond that limit from writing any fur- 
ther insurance until their outstanding insur- 
ance shall have fallen below $1,000,000,000. 
A possible qualification might be added, al- 
lowing the writing of such insurance as is 
necessary to take the place of surrendered 
policies or any other form of termination 
likely to give rise to an adverse selection 
the company.

SUGGESTIONS ACCEPTED. 


Michigan Senate Reaches Deci- 
sion to Continue Sport and 
Keep Coach Yost. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 5.—[Spec. al. I—-Af ter a 
stormy sesslon of four hours the University of 
Wisconsin faculty decided tonight to remain 
firmly in opposition to football. The follow- 
ing resolutions were adopted: 

First—The faculty of the University of Wiscon- 
express their preference for the suspension of in- 
tercollegiate football for a period of two years by 
agreement of the conference. 

Second—They accept the recommendations of the 
conference as a basis for the regulation of inter- 
collegiate athietics,| preferring the form adopted 
by Northwestern university. 

Third—They ask President Angell to call a sec- 
ond conference. 

Both the football and anti-football ad- 
herents claim to have scored a victory, the 
football men because they secured the in- 
sertion of the clause by agreement of the 
conference and the anti-football men be- 
cause they moved one step in advance to- 
ward abolishing the game. 

The foes of football were again championed 
by Prof. Fred Turner. Pitted against him 
was Dean Birge. For the greater portion 
of the afternoon and evening these two held 
the floor, interrupted now and then by Ath- | 
letic Director Adams. At the start there 
Was little opposition to the suspension of 
the game, but the masterful presentation of 
the subject by Dean Birge turned the tide 
in his favor, and the ambiguous resolutions 
were the result. 


Athletics in General Discussed. 

From the discussion of football ‘the meet- 
ing took up the subject of athletics in gen- 
eral.. Dr. Birge commenced a cross examina- 
tion of Prof. Adams. ‘If these resolutions

The application of Jockey Willtam Coburn 
for a license was denied. Coburn several 
years ago was one of the best boys riding at 
the local tracks, but his actions brought 
about his suspension and his license was 
taken away. He has tried several times in 
the last year to secure reinstatement, but 
his efforts have failed. 

Acting on the complaint lodged against 
Jockey Joseph Harris, who had received an 
apprentice allowance, the stewards withdrew 
the allowance and fined Owner W. E. Sugg 
$50 for carelessness jn signing an application 
that the jockey never had nddena winner.

He also said his bey was to have received 
$25 for boxing at Milwaukee last Saturday 
night and an extra 28 if he won, besides a 

gold watch. 

Carr admits the boy received the money 
less 25 per cent, which a man named Iva 
Johnson withheld as manager’s fee, and that 
Johnson or Butler also took the boy’s fob, the 
prige which went to the loser, Tancl being 
defeated by Moha. 

Everett C. Brown, chairman of the athletic 
board, branded the charges as false. The 
story that the C. A. A. ever paid amateur 
boxers for services rendered at our boxing 
entertainments is absolutely false. If any 
money had been paid to them, I, as chairman 
of the athletic board, would certainly know 
of it. Neither do I know anything about 
Carr’s charges against Mike Butler, but 
judging from all I can learn, it is a case of 
sour grapes.“ 

Butler, when seen regarding the. matter, 
said the C. A. A. never paid amateurs to 
box, and that he did not offer Tancl money 
to take part in the Milwaukee show. 

I wanted the boy to represent Chicago in 
the intercity tourney,“ he said, but when 
Carr told me he was not in condition to do 
himself justice I arranged to take George 
Richardson to contest against Moha. Moha 
beat George some time ago and George begged 
to be given a chance to reverse that decision.

The committee appointed by President Wal- 
ter Fitch to reconsider the commission rule 
and to draft a new amendment to be voted 
on has completed its work.

The caliber of actual conditions in the 
wheat pit yesterday was illustrated by a pit 
broker in this way: The trade was really 
too sleepy to sit up and take nourishment the 
greater part of the session.
